Lineage. 

The  locality  from  which  this  name  is  derived  is  mentioned  in  tho  Charters  of  the  Osbaldiston  family, 
time  of  EDWARD  2nd,  1307-1327,  and  EDWARD  3rd,  1327-1377,  as  Borcclegh  and  Birclogh,  in  tho  township 
of  Baldcrston,  in  the  Parish  of  Blackburn,  the  grantor  being  called  Robert  do  Birclogh,  and  Robert  de  Byrlogh. 


From  an  old  record  : — 

Walter  Burloy,  born  1274-5,  died  1345. 


Adam  dc  Birloye  and  others  were  witnesses  in  1335  to  a  judgment  respecting  the  repair  of  tho  chancel 
at  Chirche,  in  the  Parish  of  Whalley. 


Thci  Court  party  of  Richard  2nd  included  Sir  Simon  Burley,  who  had  boon  appointed  Richard’s 
tutor  by  tho  Black  Prince  ;  ono  of  those  who  negotiated  his  marriage,  ho  had  attended  Richard  from  his  earliest 
infancy,  and  had  ever  remained  extremoly  attached  to  him  :  yet  all  theso  considerations  could  not  save  him 
from  falling  a  victim  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucester’s  vengeance.  Hated  by  some  as  a  man  of  an  irritable  and  angry 
t'  in] K>r,  entirely  opposed  to  tho  manumission  of  serfs  his  chief  offence  seems  to  have  been  his  ascendancy  over 
tho  King.  (K.  H.  Vickors,  England  in  the  later  Middle  Ages  page  268.) 

He  was  executed  after  accusation  by  tho  Lords  Appellant  in  1388. 

S.  R.  Gardiner  describes  him  as  “  a  veteran  soldior  and  trustod  companion  of  the  Black  Princo.”

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THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE  BIRLEY  FAMILY. 

Tho  Origin  of  the  BIRLEY  FAMILY  was  Irish,  I  was  told  by  my  Aunt,  Mrs.  Alice  Buck,  the  widow  of 
Mr.  Charles  Buck,  of  the  firm  of  Buck  &  Dickson,  Solicitors,  of  Preston  ;  and  ono  of  tho  many  children  of 
John  Birlcy  of  Kirkham  (afterwards  of  Manchester)  and  Margaret  Backhouse  his  wife.  Mrs.  Buck  lived  with 
her  Mother  at  tho  Clioyno  on  the  banks  of  tho  Ribblo,  and  afterwards  at  Ribblesdale  Place.  She  lived  to  bo 
nearly  00,  and  always  woro  the  costurao  of  hor  youthful  days,  and  her  house  was  ordered  in  tho  same  mannor. 

Sho  maintained  that  tho  origin  of  tho  name  was  “  Boar  logh  ”  tho  titlo  of  ono  who  destroyed  the  wild 
boars  with  which  Iroland  was  overrun  ;  tho  same  sort  of  titlo  I  suppose  as  tho  “  Louvetier  ”  (wolf-hunter) 
in  France,  and  that  their  original  Crest  was  a  BOAR’S  HEAD  surrounded  by  a  Sheaf  of  Spears.  This  is  moro 
than  possiblo,  as  lator  members  changod  it  to  a  Boar’s  Hoad  and  Thistle,  wheroas  it  was  a  Boar’s  Head  and 
Teasel,  used  in  bygone  days  for  carding  Flax,  indicative  of  tho  connection  of  the  Birleys  with  the  linen  trade.

My  dear  Mrs.  Lewthwaitc, 

I  have  been  engaged  for  some  time  with  William  Langton  in  ascertaining  all  that  wo  can  learn  concerning- 
our  family,  and  its  connections  previous  to  the  registration  of  the  Podigroo  in  the  Heralds  College.  I  send  you 
jo  mo  particulars  respecting  the  branch  to  which  you  belong,  and  shall  feel  obliged  if  you  can  fill  up  the  blanks 
where  the  entries  are  imperfect. 

I  have  also  written  to  your  brother,  but- one  may  recollect  what  the  other  may  omit.  You  will  see  that 
I  c'onimenco  with  John  Birley  of  Skippool.  I  have  his  will,  but  have  not  yet  discovered  his  Father.  Wo  found 
;ho  Birloys  located  in  the  Parishes  of  Blackburn,  and  Itibchester  at  an  early  date  ;  and  at  Samlesbury,  down  to 
t ho  commencement  of  the  last  century.  The  name  appears  in  some  very  early  deeds  of  the  Osbaldostons  of 
Osbaldcston  in  that  district.  And  it  is  singular  that  in  the  first  lease  of  the  Birks  estate  I  have  found  one  of  the 
Oib&ldcstons  is  a  party. 

I  shall  bo  glad  of  any  hint  or  recollection  that  you  may  have  of  the  memories  of  old  people.  There  are 
(onio  entries  of  Birloys  in  the  early  registers  at  Kirkham. 

I  cannot  find  the  marriago  of  John  Birley  to  his  first  wife,  but  I  believe  her  name  to  have  been  Harrison. 

» 

I  find  from  an  old  lease,  that  John  Birley-do-Birks  was  born  in  1710,  ho  married  his  1st  wife  Ellen  at 
*20  years  of  age,  for  his  oldest  son  was  born  in  1731.  During  his  first  marriage  he  resided  at  Birks  in  Wcstby, 
but  after  the  death  of  Ellen  ho  seems  to  have  removed  to  Kirkham  ;  for  ho  is  described  in  the  ifytham  register 
on  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Shepherd,  as  John  Birley  of  Kirkham,  FJaxman.  He  remained  at  Kirkham  until 
c.: ter  the  birth  of  his  eldest  son  Thomas,  and  then  removed  to  Poulton,  where  ho  continued  until  after  the  birth 
of  his  youngest  child  Margaret,  ho  then  returned  to  Kirkham  where  ho  died.  I  have  some  curious  correspondence 
cf  this  John  Birley  with  parties- in  the  West  Indies  at  the  time  he  lived  in  Poulton. 

It  is  singular  that  I  cannot  find  any  satisfactory  entry  of  the  burial  of  John  Birley  of  Skippool,  as  he 
describes  himself  in  his  will,  unless  ‘  John  Birlow  of  Poulton  ’  Yeoman  ;  in  the  Poulton  register  of  burials  repre¬ 
sents  him.  Of  his  wife  I  know  nothing. 

I  have  heard  either  from  my  Grandfather  or  my  Aunt  Mary  Birley  that  their  Father  had  at  one  time  only 
or.o  relation  that  he  knew  of  living  ;  viz.  -an  Aunt  of  a  different  name.  It  is  most  singular  that  there  is  no 
tradition  of  where  the  Birleya  came  from  in  their  own  family.

Isabcll  Birley,  wife  of  Thomas  Birley,  born  in  Kirkham,  daughter  of  John  Coulbron,  in  25  March,  1568, 
4-  aiohouso  keeper  all  her  life  and  through  that  imployment  attayned  to  a  good  personall  estait  above  most  in 
:h.it  towno  of  that  calling,  being  moved  with  a  natural  compassion  to  pore  children  shee  saw  often  in  that 
:  v.iie,  was  heard  say  dyvers  times  she  would  doe  something  for  their  good,  and  in  the  yeare  1621,  having 
;  non  a  good  stock  of  money  in  her  hands,  was  moved  to  put  her  sayings  into  action. 

“  Tho  30  men  of  the  parish  being  assembled  at  the  church,  she,  with  £30  in  her  apron,  came  to  them, 
g  them  she  had  brought  that  money  to  give  it  towards  the  erecting  of  a  free  schole  for  pore  children  to  be 
t.i'ight  gratis  wishing  them  to  take  it  and  consider  of  it.”  They  (tho  thirty-men)  were  the  men  especially  trustod 
\  v  the  parish  for  tho  common  benefits  of  the  church,  and  therefore  were  the  most  like  persons  to  move  thoir 
vi-rall  townshipps  to  contribute  every  one  something  and  not  doubting  but  their  good  examples  in  thoir 
. .  ntributions  would  bo  a  strong  motive  to  excite  others.  This  was  thankfully  accepted,  and  wrought  so  with  them 
every  one  was  forward  to  promote  it,  especially  Mr.  Jno.  Parker  of  Bredkirk,  an  eminent  man  in  the  Parish 
a;.1  one  of  that  companie,  being  at  that  tyme  one  of  the  oarl  of  Dorbie’s  gentlemen  and  somewhat  alyod  to  tho 
-  .id  Isabcll  ;  he  forwarded  it  very  much,  sparing  neither  his  paynes  of  his  bodie  nor  his  purse;  for  that  end  he 
traveled  all  the  parish  over  to  every  particular  towne  and  house,  earnestly  persuading  them  to  contribuit. 

Sir  Cuthbert  Clifton  gave  £20,  maister  Westby  of  Moulbreek  £10,  Mr.  Parker  £5,  Mr.  Langtree  of 
Swarbrcck  £5,  Mr.  Hesketh  of  Maines  40/,  Mr.  Greenaker  vicar  of  Kirkham  £4. 

The  several  townships  subscribed  a  total  of  £170-14/,  with  which  either  a  new  school  was  built  or  the 
■  ■Id  ono  altered. 

Isaboll  Birley  married  for  her  second  husband  John  Wilding.
